Foreigners Beek noe Despite|

The 3 per ecent immigration
law has been on the statute books
of the United States léss than two
months, but already it has devel-
oped enough ‘‘kick’’ to make life
miserable for several cabinet offi-
¢ers and the immigration author-
ities in general. On top of the
protests of the societies of for-
eigners now in this ¢ountry and
those of steamship companies in
this country and abroad, the im-
migrants themselves have taken
a hand in the affair and it requir-
ered the combined efforts of hun-
dreds of Boston policemen last
week to prevent s riot on the
docks of that eity,

When the passage of the 3 per
cent immigration law by Con-
gress beeame a foregone conclu-
sion there was a grand rush of
foreigners, especially from the
shores of the Mediterranean sea,
to reach the United States before
it became operative. For the first
time in the history of steamship
companies premiums were paid
for steerage berths and even then
the demand for passage was so
heavy that ships in foreign ports
had to anchor in midstream and
load secretly,

As a result there were soon on
the high seas enough Ttalians,
| Portuguese and Spaniards to
make up the quota for ane month
under the new law, Those who
arrived first were admitted, but
when the steamship Cunopie
reached Bostan two weeks ago
with more than 1,200 [talians and

Portuguese, the limit for June
had been reached.
The immigrants were  kent

aboard ship while the steamship
company and Washington used
the wires to argue what should
be done with the shipload of for-
‘eigners. But the Ttalians becime
restless and finally agreed to a
concerted assault on the doek of-
ficials, seeking to enter by force
the "portals of the ‘‘promised
land.”” Police reserves were re-
quired to defeat the attempt and
even then the trouble was not
quelled until after a day's fight-
ing. .
